Thkodohb Parkeb’s Library.—T ho library of tba 
late Theodore Parker still stands a« hr left It. The book* 
will not be transferred to thc Public Library of Boston (to 
which he bequeathed them) probably before thirty days. 
Hit collection does not nnmtx-r 30,000 volumes, as the news¬ 
papers said, but only atiout 17.000. More titan half nf this 
great hulk, or atiout 10,000 volumes, are arranged on close 
shelves, reaching from floor to ceiling, occupying thc entire 
upper story of his house. This was hit work-room, or 
study, in which he prepared bis sermons and numerous 
le< lures and r.->u-«.. 

His writing-desk, with his crowded portfolio Iving upon it, 
and with a huge and blotted inkstand near, have not I icon 
stirred from the position in which he left them. His hat 
and coat bang in their accustomed places. Hls easy-chair 
seems wailing for iu occupant to return. On onc side of 
hls dc*k ha« usually stooda small Parian figure of Christ, 
and sometimes on the other a similar figure of Spartacus— 
representing, a* he used to say. Religious and Civil Liberty. 
Behind his chair hangs a little Mark frame inclosing an 
autograph of Thomas Simms, llir fugitive slave. The old 
inuskcls, which formerly hung in the doorway, and which 
were relics of hls grandfather, and Interesting as having 
boon tiie first trophies taken from the British in the war of 
the Revolution, were removed bv Mr. Parker himself, 
before leaving Boston, and placed In the Slate House fur 
safe keeping. 

Thc parlor, which is on thc second floor, contains .boat 
1,000 volumes. On the wall Is Cheney's crayon drawing of 
Parker’s head, taken several years ago. and shortly lielore 
thc artist's death. Thc eyes have a singularly intelligent, 
penetrating and spiriluni expression. 

Every room in thc house is more or less occupied with 
the overflow of hooks. Even thu bath-room lias Iu

which lie bought when ho was a boy, and paid for by 
picking whortleberries at throe cents a quart. He knew 
the exact position of every book on his shelve*, and was 
master of their contenu, oven including preface*, appen¬ 
dices and foot-notes. He was an incessant student, whose 
over-study broke down bis constitution, and brought him 

to the grave in thc prime of life_ Independent.
